WASHINGTON, June 20.When the 
Senate Campaign Fund Inivestikating 
Committee resumes its sessions tomor- 
row morning John S. Fisher, Repub- 
lican nominee for Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, and E. EB. Beidieman, his.un- 
successful rival, may be the first wit- 
messes called by Chairman Reed. 
‘Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel of 
the Anti-Saloon League, also. may. be 

. recalled tomorrow, although. this had 
mot been definitely decided tonight. It 
is expected that two or three days will 
be required before Mr. Wheeler’s 
cross-examination is concluded. 

In view of the vast sums expended 
in the Republican primary in Pennsyl- 
vania, talk is already heard in the 
Capitol as to the possible action of the 
Senate if William S. Varé is elected 
in November. That he will be elected 
is the general opinion, and in-Decem- 
ber Senator Pepper or Senator Reed 
‘will offer for the Senate file the cer- 
tificate of election which Governor 
Pinchot and Secretary of State King 
will issue to the successful candidate. 
That Mr. Vare’s title to the seat will 
be challenged appears certain at this 
time, and the first move probably will 
be made by a’ Democratic or Pro- 
gressive Senator. In the Newberry 
case. the Senate voted unanimously 
that .an expenditure of $195,000 was 
harmful to. the dignity of the Senate 
and contrary to sound public policy,,. 
and with this precedent it is difficult 
for those wkp think Mr. Vare should 
be seated to make any argument in 
support of this position except on the

When Mr. Wheeler resumes. the 
stand Senator Reed is expected .to 
question him at length in regard to a 
statement which orginated with, the 
Anti-Saloon League, which intimated 
that the entrance of ex-Senator Atlee 
Pomerene into the fight to succéed 
Senator Willis of Ohio was inspired 
by wet interests. Senator Willis, who

SUN A COSMIC CANNON, 
SAYS PROF. SNYDER 


Philadelphia Astronomer Ampli- 
fies His Theory of the Earth's 
Creation by a Solar Explosion. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 20 (#).—Pro- 
fessor John A. Snyder of the Philadel- 
phia Observatory, whose theory that 
the earth was created by expulsion of 
a segment of the sun’s interior in an 
atomic explosion. of terrific force was 
announced this week, yesterday ampli- 
fied his statement with a graphic de- 
scription of the sun in its ‘‘astronomic 
status of a cosmic cannon.”’ " 

Professor Snyder, after twenty-five 
years’ research and study, announced 
Tuesday that he believed the earth had 
been hurled from the sun in a long, 
sweeping eastward and upward curve 
“similar to what a ball player called 
an ‘out p,’ ”? as he explained it. 

“The and all rotating stars are 
natural automatic cannens, which in 
great outbursts hurl out their sur- 
rounding systems and in minor out- 
bursts produce surface ruptures like 
the sunspots. and. eruptive promi- 
nenceg,”’ he said. 

“All the physical facts of the solar 
system are explained by the theory of 
atomic volcanism. The interior of the 
sun and: all heavenly bodies ‘are an 
atom-making arsenal. Deep inside the 
sun the atoms are continually being 
built up from their raw materials, the 
prontons and electrons. 

“The: explosive stream is fed largely 
by the centrifugal action of the sun’s 
rotation, and it constitutes a sort of 
internal pumping system that delivers 
the explosives spasmodically into the 
equatorial regions of the sun. 

“The sun like a cannen experiences 
recoil. The result of the recoil is a 
tendency to explode in opposite direc- 
tions. The explosion that hurled out 
the planet Earth, hurled from the op- 
posite side of the sun the planet Venus. 

‘“‘What pulls the trigger of this solar 
cannon? When the stream of -heavy 
explosive atoms rises from the regions 
of great pressure into regions near the 
surface where the pressure is less, 
there is a tendency for the atoms to 
break into their raw materials. Their 
approach to regions of less pressure 
fires them off. The rapid flow of ex- 
plosives toward the surface transforms 
them explosively, and thus.nature pulls 
the trigger of her super-T. N. T.”’

Mr: Gerard said yesterday that he 
was prepared to make. suggestion for 
reforms at the next meeting of the 
committee, soon after the election 
this year. Mr. Gerard, who probably. has 
had longer and more varied experience 
in collecting and disbursing funds‘ for 
his party than any other Democrat 
now active in politics, is convinced 
that the present system is wrong. 
While Mr, Gerard himself had nothing 
to say as to the responsibility for thé 
situation, other prominent Democrats, 
who share his views, have recently de- 
clared that, as far as the finances Of 
the National Committee . were con- 
cerned, Clem Shaver of West Virginia, 
its Chairman, and Jesse H. Jones of 
Texas, its financial director, had been 
exercising a dictatorship. 

Under the plan suggested by Mr. 
Gerard, the financial sceptre would fall 
from their hands to those of a sub- 
committee. This ‘committee would 
represent the general a pola * of 
the committeé and would have final 
say, both in contracting debts and rais- 
ing funds to pay them. At present, it 
was pointed out, the individual Na- 
tional Committeéemen are personally 
name for any debts of the commniittee 
and should have something to say 
about creating such liabilities. 


$260,000 Debt Outstanding. 


The Democratic National: Committee 
still has outstanding a debt of $260,000, 
even though a few, days ago it was 
announced that $100,000 toward dis- 
charging the obligation had been con- 
tributed by a few wealthy members.

part of our boundaries offer no barriers 
to the passage of ideas. Wé have been 
disposed to look with supercilious con- 
tempt upon the advocates of anarchy, 
communism and thorough-going . so- 
cialism, but in many parts of Europe 
they count their disciples by the mil- 
lion and the last decade has seen many 
foci of revolutionary opinions forming 
in our own country. It is no longer 
@ mere theory, but an actual condition 
with which’ we are confronted—a con- 
dition which we have often dealt with 
very stupidly, matching fanatic en- 
thusiasm with intolerance and brute 
force. 
‘These movements might assume less 
‘ gonsequence were not democracy being 
Dsante A> pram both at home and 
abroad—that representative democracy 
to which, as a theory of government, 
our people have come to’attach an al- 
most religious sanctity. Italy appears 
to have turned her back upon it with 
sara of unequivocal disrespect. 
ussia will have none of it, and in cer- 
tain new countries born of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. it is displaying signs of 
fatal illness. In Great Britain, one of 
the most powerful and effective democ- 
racies ever created, we see the social 
order gravely menaced by the clash of 
class interest, and the outcome is not 
yet wholly clear. Thanks to unpopular 
legislation,. we are witnessing in our 
own country an attack upon the bind- 
ing force. of law which constitutes the 
most insfdious menace to the stability 
of our institutions that has arisen since 
the Civil War. 
“Despite our deep allegiance to de- 
mocracy as the best guarantee of spir- 
itual and political liberty yet devised, 


we are obliged to admit that we have 


hot always known how wisely to dis- 


tinguish between the fields appropriate 
to legislation and those still under the 
jurisdiction of morals, how to elude the 
possible tyranny of majorities, how to 


prevent the pernicious misuse of: mi- 
norities to defeat the real wishes of 
“the people, how wholly to avoid corrup- 
tion in administration. 

‘We are therefore forced to concede 
that our form of democracy is still a 
very imperfect tool for the promotion 


of the higher interests and the larger 


freedom of mankind. 

Revolution in Taste and Morals. 

“Political and social revolution is 
nothing new in history and doubtless 
it has a long life ahead. The shock 
to which political and social procedure

Nor 
will men of intellect generally sub- 
scribe to any

purely rational basis for conduct and, 
despite-the somewhat bleak moral out- 
look which this position affords, they 
will avow fealty only to such ideals 
as they can base upon the supposedly 
solid foundations of reason. 


Revelations of Modern Science. 


“Undoubtedly it is in the religious 
attitude toward life that one finds the 
most fundamental and inclusive ap- 
proach to.all these issues.

Crosses of 
gold, some large, some small, but all 
encrusted ‘with gems , or~ precious 
stones, were suspended from golden 
chaink about their necks.

CHICAGO, June 20.—The full text of 
the Papal brief, outlining the purposes 
of the Eucharistic Congress and ap- 
pointing Cardinal Bonzano as Legate 
@ latere, follows: 

TO OUR BELOVED SON, 
JOHN BONZANO, 
CARDINAL PRIEST OF THE 
HOLY ROMAN CHURCH. 

PIUS XI, POPE.. 
Beloved Son: 
Greeting and‘ apostolic blessing: 

The International Eucharistic Con- 
gress is to be held next month’ in 
Chicago, a-city of the United States 
of America, well known for its grah- 
deur and prosperity, .conspicuous 
also’ for the number and of its 
Catholics. 

Wherefore,‘ in‘ order that you may 
not only honor the occasion with the 
dignity of your exalted rank, but 
also, which is of greater import, may 


as the personal representative of the ’ 


Roman. Pontiff worthily preside over 
the Congress, we, in. accordance 
with ‘what we recently gave you to 
understand, do. now; by virtue and 
authority of these presents, appoint 
you Our Legate a latere to the said 
Congress. 

We readily foresee that, in the per-: 
formance vot this most important 
duty, you will receive in that vast 
country joyous’ welcome and ac- 
claimh—first of all because of the deep 
‘Teverence and hearty good-will - of 
our children in America toward us 
-and then in view of the reasons 
which prompted us to select you for 
this high office. 

In going thither you return, as it 
were, a citizen to your fellow-citi- 
zens—to those who, during your, long 
sojourn as Apostolic Delegate among 
them, had the advantage of your 

~ presence and guidance and were eédi- 
fied by the manifold proofs of your 
piety. ’ 

According .to report, ‘this event 
which, we havé réason to think, will 
he duly recorded in the annals of 
the. United States, has been organized 
;mainly under the direction of the 
eminent Cardinal who so worthily 
and so zealously rules the Archdio- 
cese—on a scale of such magnifi- 
cence ‘that it seems likely in its 
splendor to outshine the splendor of 
previous congresses. And if so, who

the faithful of devotion to the Most 
Holy Eucharist? ? 

For at that time there began, and 
since then there has developed: into 
general practice, the pious exercise 
of the Holy Hour speht each week of 
each month, in public &doration’ of the 
Blessed Sacrament; and-as a neces- 
sary consequence, many of the faith- 
.ful are now accustomed to approach 
more frequently the table of the Lord. 

That the coming Congress, beloved 
son, at which you are to preside, will 
be of the greatest benefit to all and 
cause even those outside the Church 
to marvel, may also be inferred from 
the fact that it is the first to be held 
in the United States—in that country 
of 20,000,000 Catholics—of whom vast 
throngs will gather in Chicago, beside 
the numbers that are expected to 
come,: singly or in Sxoups. from 
Alaska’s frozen shore and other-parts 
of America, from nearly all the coun- 
tries of Europe, from China and 
Japan, from India and Africa. 


“As you are aware, beloved son, 
4ve cordially approve the themes that 
are to be treated and discussed at 
the sessions: of the congress; for 
since each and all of them, though 
from different points of view, have 
as their sole purpose the consecra- 
tion and invigoration of Christian 
life through devotion to and recep- 
‘tion-of the Eucharist, their common 
result ‘will be to bring men into 
closer inward union with Christ and 
make them live the very life of 
Christ Himself. 

Rightly indeed have these subjects 
been thought out and proposed for 
open discussion. ‘For it is needful 
to stir up in’ each what the mystical 
writers call the interior life. As 
this is “conversation in Heaven” 
and as-it thrives or languishes ac- 
cording as charity. burns actively or 
dies down, it evidently depends on 
the Bucharist, since } sacrament 
by its nature and ‘eff , has for its 
principal object the increase of char- 
ity in the soul and the perfect union 
of.the soul with God.

Cardinal Mundelein spoke ‘as follows: 
7wo and a half centuries: ago: the 


_|first ‘white man, a French Jesyit’ 
‘| priest,* Father Marquette, landed’ on. 


the banks of the river but a short 
distance from here. His first act was 
to erect his altar, celebrate: mass and 
give Holy Communion to’ the com-* 
panions of his journey. A city whose 
first conscious breath, whose very mo- 
ment of birth, was thus consecrated 
by the mystery of the Holy Hucharist 
seems justly to have been preordained 
in God's design to be the site where 
the first public demonstration of love; 
loyalty and adoration to Christ - the 
King in the Hucharistic species by the 
faithful of the United States takes 
place on their own soil. 

“A Gospel story is being repeated 
here today. We all recall How on that 
morning ‘more than 1,900 years ago 
Jesus of Nazareth, having..come across 
the Sea of Galilee, :stood on the ‘shore 
and astonished. the multitude by His 
declaration of the Eucharist, ‘I am 
the ‘ livirig Bread which came down 
from Heaven.’ So, too; this morning

CAMERAS FOR POLICEMEN. 

What looks like a useful aid to 
the police force. of Cincinnati is a 
camera equipment for patrolmen. The 
City Manager plans to pursue crim- 
inals by shooting them, if possible in 
action, with the camera. Night-sticks 
and revolvers are of course not to be 
superseded, but they will. have the 
efficient supplement of photographic 
record. As evidence of crime a snap- 
shot Is much more trustworthy than 
any man’s memory. In court it will 
always tell the same. story, as police 
witnesses sometimes do not. 

Particularly in cases of accident the 
camera should be of help. A perma- 
nent record of the. position’ of auto- 
mobiles in collision with each other 
or with pedestrians would be of use 
in fixing. responsibility. While in- 
stances will be rare when the crim- 
inal found red-handed ‘will wait to 
have his picture taken by the officer 
on the beat, the evidence of the dam- 
age he has done can be caught and 
preserved. In.traffic tangles an offi- 
cer on hand may immediately snap 
any accident that may occur. and can 
get accurately the number of a car 
fleeing from the scene. 

City Manager SHERRILL has got 
specified what size or type of camera 
will be used, but it certainly ought to. 
be one of the numerous small machines 
of which present owners: boast that 
“you always get a picture.” ‘Police- 
men ‘already have a large number of |: 
important duties. Their added obliga- 
tions should be made as.easy for them 
as possible. An officer will not. want 
to make half a dozen delicate adjust- 
ments, nor consider composition and 
chiaroscuro, before he makes his pic- 
ture. He will want to draw and shoot 
from the hip. It would seem that this 
new equipment will make the police- 
man’s lot a happier one.

RUSSIAN ECONOMICS. 

A useful survey-of the evolution of 
economic policy in Soviet Russia and 
of present economic conditions is pub- 
lished>by the research department of 
the Foreign Policy. Association in the 
form.of:a pamphlet on “State Capi- 
talism* in Russia,” by Save. ZIMAND, 
In his introductory note the Chairman 
of the ‘Foreign Policy Association 
treads on familiar ground when he 
points out that the most remarkable 
feature of present-day Russia is that 
“men who a few years ago were 
“ busy destroying the capitalist system 
“are at present using the capitalistic 
“methods to reconstruct and develop 
the agriculture, the industty and 
“trade of the country.” 

One might go beyond this — and 
‘show from Mr. ZrMAnn’s figures that 
the process of -reconstruction has 
moved forward inversely with the’ de- 
gree of Government control. Where 
the principle of. private initiative has 
been least -hampered the aga ap- 
proach: has been made to pre-war 
status of production. issian “agri- 
culture ds usually -described. as now 
standing at about 90 per cent. of. the 
pre-war production. .

EXPORTS .OF HOSIERY,

Exports of hosiery now hold a promi- 
nent place in American outward-bound 
trade, according to figures compiled 
by the textile ‘department of the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce. During the calendar, year 1925, 
these figures show, $27,000,000 worth 
of the $82,000,000 in knit. goods shippéd
